LECITURE DY CHARLES BRADLAUGIH.

CBUEL 3JAND LAWS AND EXTORTIONATE LANDLORDE
—INDUSTRIES CHRUSHED OUT BY PARLIAMENT ARY
ENACTMENT—THR CAUSE OF ENGLAND AND IRE-

TESTE FROM THE AUDIENCE.

The feeling of strangeness which Charles Drad-
Jaugh said, on his first appearance before an Ameri-
ean audience, caused hi to hold his ordinary salu
tation “My fuends” in abeyance uunitl a better
meguaintance shoukd warrant ite use, had evidently
pasesd away before he began  his  second
Yecture last ‘might at Steinway Hall The
grecting which his first lecture received ecould
wot readily be misunderstood, nor conld that which
met bim as he came upon the platform to speak ol
Ireland and her wrongs, The audicnee was smaller
than on Friday night—a fact due, to a great extent,
doubtless, to the storm—but it was constituted of
mwen and woman whose countenaaices bore the in-
presa of earnest thought, There were about s dozen
elergymen in the hal—delegates to the Evangelical
Aldiance attracted by the fame of the speaker, bat
destined to be disappointed if thev came expecting
80 hear any thing which wonld shock their orthodoxy,
Mr. Bradlaugh warmed to his subject more
guickly than om his previons  appearsnce.
When Le said that the subject of Ireland “was not
sne " which a man should meet on lLis bended
knees,” and that be could see no reason * why whal
was praised in Poland shoold be blamed in Ireland—
why what was patriotism in FPoland shounld be trea-
won in Ireland”—he, was cheered to the echo,
He was #ocond to none in  his acknowl-
edgments of Mr. Froude's ability as a historian,
tut ho feared that * when the historian looked at
the Irish guestion his views were warped, nand he
was apt to look ot things round s corner.” Mr.
Bradlangh rolated several affecting imstances ol
wrong and suffering, and tone and manner were
in perfect harmony with the tale he was telling,
His opposition to separation met with sone ex-
pregsions of protest, which brought forth one of
the most eloquent appeals of the whole address
in tavor of federation.

Mr. Bradlaugh speke for am honr and tweniy
minutes, and at the close of his address the forma
invitation was extended to those who bad questions
to ask or eriticisms to offer. Several voices woro
radsed at the roarof the hall, bot no words were hoeard
by those on the platform. Afier the confusion had
subeided, an Irishman near the platformm made o
warm speech in favor of independent Treland,
which, he eaid, he bad mever so strongly favored
as he had gince bearing Mr. Dradlangh’s ad-
dress. “You ecan never win sepuaration excep!
by the sword,” replied Mr. DBradlangh, “and
in suwch an attempe I fear 1 shonld
e compelled to be your enemy, and T wish to
you that they who advise you to muke the attewng
are your bitterost enemics.” ‘This brought out au-
other protest from one who said that there was no
real Jove for Ireland or Irishmen io the heurt of any
Esglishman in England or America. After further
interruptions, the meeting elosed at about 10 o'clock,

Mr. John Stuart Mill, in a treatise on Ireland,
says “ that onee, at loast, in every generation, the ques
tiot, * What shall be done for Treland? or * Woat 1= to
be done with Ireland ¥ rises agaln to trouble and per
plex the couneclls and conselence of the British nation.”
1 cannot say that 1 shonld be quite inclined 1o word the
question as Mr. Mill worded 1t. 1 belleve it wonld bo
for the beneflt of England, and for the beneflt of Ire
land, too, if the gquestivn became, * What can Irislien
do for Ircland?* wather than *What shall En
glishmen do wihth 11" And even Mr. Mili,
whots 1 belleve to have gpoken most thoroughly
most hooestly, and with the best inteat and parg
speaking as 1 wyselt shall speak from an Eoglishman’s
polnt of view, bas allowed the prejudices of his position
to influence his manner 1o dealing with it. T propose to-
nleht to give you an Epglishmnn's view of tbe Irish
question.  Natorally, one of the frst querios arising wus
one nuswered by Charles Jumes Fox more  thun
ninety years ngo. Jt Is thlse: " Has England e
right to rule Irciand unless she  dan rule it
with the free assent and the real content of fue Irizh
people " Chatles 1es Fox answered that, and his
auewor 65 a statosmman may perbaps be taken
open to rebuke than mine ns 6 simple citizen.  Fox su
* If we cannot hold Ireland by love; If we cunnot rule
her by our inflasnce and our affection, we havo uo rizht
to bold her by foree.” |Applause.] And that wil he
the view of the question which [ sbail maintain to-nizht,

In order to examine (he matter fairly 1 proposs to ro-
view the lund question and the religions question, and
to deal with the Trish ne o people. Tam not going back
into o very long story extendlog from centary to con-
tury, beoause if I were (o do that the mere relation of
our origlosl erttmes toward Iroland would afright any-
body who was examioning the rovord. And It 18 Impos-
gible ever to recall yestorday, Ttis utterly lmpoasible,
1 am glad there are gvme here—1 hope they are Eaglish-
men—who think this o furr matter for levity, 1 confesa
1donot. eonfess to s state of dissatisfaction and dis-
coptont, to a state of misery and wrong, to a sate
of wretclindness and shame in tho circumstances of
theso people, brogeht out by the policy of extermination
from year to year of ita existence, I think that s coun-
try which bhas porsued that polley with the people of
Ircland shoudd at any rate not hesitate to grapple with
thi topic, and that more wrong as been dons and more
mischiof through not thus exsroising irepamtion and en-
deavoring to solve the guoestion, [Applause.)

Ireland s purely an agricnitural conntry, or nearly
#0 ; nnd this la from no speclal dspostiion of the Irish
1o otenpy themseives solely with agrienliural pursults,
but because England provented Trishmon from follow-
ingt any trade requiriog skilled artisanship at all. There
i# no trade, no measure of akilled handicraft to which
tho Irlel have turned their hands that England has not
leginlated for the purpons of prevanting. You may tell
mir all these statutes are now repealed. That in per-
teoily troe; but while you have repealed tho statute,
you eannot chango the babite of life you have Instilled
into a people, generation nfter generation, You cheek o
purticndar kind of Bfe and develop another particalar
kind of Jife, and it s fmwpos=ible, by the mere repoal of
& statule, to chanes the habits and thoughta of a na-
tiog aod make thim eptirely differont oen by an onsct-
ik clanse which you bring to bear upon them.

THE LAND QUESTION UNSETTLED,

Now [ propose to deal with that land question for n
tew moments, I do not propose to trouble you with the
history of confiscation sfter conflepation, sithouch thia
must not be overlooked in deallng with such ouestions,
becanse these coutiscations have lefi thelr bane behind
thom, Men who are grandsous have bee told by thelr
grandfsthars of land of which they were wrongfully
dinposscssed, and 1t 1s utterly impossibla to hope to blot
oul the feelag of diecontent and dissatisfaction arising
outef thue In fact, In ang other country than Ireland
we wonld tufok its loyal foeling ; we ahould call it &
patriotic fecling. We havs praised—and I have beard
our statesmen pralse—the Poles bocause they have
dared to hope Lo recover that which was wrested from
thewn nof louger ago than this I have heard our owe
leading statesinan of to-day—uud 1 honored bim for the
words 1 heard, né 3 honor him [still for his genius, great
58 17 li—1 have bedrd hitm praise te Neapolitans for thelr
effurt to relstablisd themselves, sud encourage thein in
the effort thiey mads [ have heard him speak of the
right of the [talians lu Milan to overthrow the yoke of
the Austrians that then pressed upon them, and I eon-
fess that I eannot belleye that politics elauge with the
#sography of the country, and that which le
virtos in Polayd becomes vice in Ireland, or
thul  which s patriotian In Warspw  becomes
troason {n yDoblin  streets.
